Of Awards or Arbitrations. 


| N Award is a. Judgment given by Perſons choſen 
by conteſting Parties, for determining the Matters 
in Controverſy, according to the Compromiſe and Sub- 
miſſion; and agreeable to Reaſon and good Conſcience. 
This Submiſſion is either by Bond or Rule of Court, 
(Which laſt is ſureſt) and is to ſet forth the particular 
Aſatters in Difference, and ſubmit the Determination 
thereof to certain Perſons therein named. 
Where an Award is made by a ſingle Perſon, he is 
generally called an Umpire, and his Judgment an Un-

Letters of Attorney are 
ſometimes revocable, and ſometimes not. They are ir- 
revocable, when Debts, Tc. are abſolutely aſſigned to 
another, and on that Account, the Word irrevocable is 
commonly inſerted. When revocable they uſually car- 
ry only a bare Authority along with them. a 
If the Attorney exceeds the Bounds of the Authorit7 
granted, as in Caſe where he is impowered to deliver 
Livery and Seiſin of Land in ſuch a particular Part, 
and he does it in another, this ſhall render the whole 
Act void ; for Authorities of this Kind receive a very, 
ſtrièt Interpretation as to the Conduct of Agents.

Of Fines and Recoveries. 


FINE is a Conveyance upon Record, for aſſuring 

of Lands, &c. Fines are diſtinguiſhed into four 
Sorts. 1. A Fine Sur Cognixance de droit come ceo, &c. 
(that is to ſay) on Achowledgment of the Right, as it is, 
&c. which is eſteemed the principal and ſureſt Kind of 
Fine, and gives preſent Poſſeſſion to the Cognizee (the 
Perſon to whom it is acknowledged) fo that the Eſtate 
thereby becomes immediately veſted in the Cognizee to 
ſuch Uſes as are declared. 2. A Fine Sur done, Grant 
& Render (that is to ſay) on Gift, Grant and Render, 
uſually called a double Fine, whereby the Cognizee 
grants or renders the Lands, c. back again. 3. A 
Fine Sur Conceffit (that is to ſay) on Grant, which is 
where the Cognizor, the Perſon that acknowledges the 
Fine, has no Freehold therein, but what paſſes by the 
Fine ; wherefore this being a Fine to be executed, there 
muſt be an Entry on the Lands, &c. or a Writ of Poſ- 
ſeſſion, in Law termed Habere facias Seifinam. 4. A

the Kingdom, after their Return ; and Madmen, after 
being cured, &c. Co. Lit. 319. And no future In- 
tereſt can by a Fine be barred, until five Years after 
its coming in Being. Raym. 151. 

A Fine will bar the Heirs in Tail, but not thoſe in 
Remainder or Reverſion, whilſt a Common Recovery 
bars them all. This Common Recovery is defined to 
be a formal Act by Conſent, uſed for the bester Niiling 
and Turing of Lands, Sc. upon any Man, wherein 
the Recovery in Value of ſuppoſed Recompence for him 
who loſeth his Land, is but a Fiction in Law. 
In the ſuffering or proſecuting of a Common Reco- 
very, there is a Demandant called the Recoveror, che 
Perſon that recovers, and a Tenant called the Recoveree, 
the Perſon from whom it is recovered ; and one that is 
called to warrant on a ſuppoſed Warranty, who is 
called the Common Voucher, or the Perſon that war- 
rants. The Demandant is ſuppoſed to come into Court, 
and the Common Vouchee to make Default, and with- 
draw in Contempt of the Court, whereupon Judgment 
is entered that the Demandant ſhall recover againſt the 
Defendant or Tenant in Tail, and he to recover in Va- 
lue againſt the Common Vouchee.
